_ In the movement exercises, lies the great work of the teacher, to ietelos strength ane 
power of execution together with rapidity and ease. : | 
Finger Movement is first used by the child in  ehtind to’ write. When the’ movement 
exercises give him more strength he is able to combine it with the forearm movement. | 


The Forearm Movement, that is the movement when the arm rests on the muscle 


near the elbow, should be taken up in the movement work, soon after the child has learned to 
form the letters. | | 

The Whole-Arm Movement is the action of the whole arm from the shoulder: with 
the elbow raised, Te should be introduced as soo as proficiency is attained in the forearm 
movement. : . 


The. Combined Movement, which is the resultant tioveladit of 4, strong development’ 


‘of all the writing activities of the arm and body, is only.secured. after systematic. and thorough 


drill. It must be noted , that a certain nerve force must be exerted by the learner in’ order | 


to reach good results. The pupil must intend to do the exercise with all his power. However, 
movement must not receive more attention than expressive writing. _ 


The Movement Exercises are suggestive and each one is susceptible of modifications 


at the discretion of the teacher. All letters should be combined as in the three cases, given, No 


exact rule can be given for the use of these exercises, as the teacher must select, exten, and ; 


decide for himself.
